SUBJECT: DUTCH ENGINEERING STUDENT TOUR OF U.S. WEST COAST 
FACILITIES 

1 . A GROUP OF 25 STUDENT SFROM THE DEPARTMENT OE AEROSPACE AT 

DRI FT TECHNICAL UNIVERSITY, NETERHLANDS, WOULD LIKE TO MAKE A VISIT 
TO THE WESTERN PART OF THE U.S. TO VISIT AEROSPACE ASSOCIATED 
CIVILIAN INDUSTRIES, MILITARY INSTALLATIONS AND NASA FACILITIES. 

ALL MEMBERS OE THE GROUP WILL HAVE COMPLETED AT LEAST 2 YEARS 
OF A 5 YEAR AEROSPACE ENGINEERING PROGRAM. THEY WOULD EQUATE 
APPROXIMATELY TO STUDENTS IN OUR COUNTRY WHO HAD COMPLETED 
REQUIREMENTS EOR A BACCALAUREATE DEGREE AND WERE WORKING ON 
A MASTERS IN ENGINEERING. THEY ARE THEREFORE INTERESTED IN A 
TECHNICAL TOUR OF OUR FACILITIES. IT WILL BE POSSIBLE FOR ALL 
THE PARTICIPANTS TO RECEIVE AN INTERIM NATO SECRET CLEARANCE IF 
THAT WOULD BE BENEEICIAL IN ARRANGING THEIR TRIP AND PROVIDING 
ACCESS TO MORE TECHNICAL INFORMATION. 

2. THEY ARE TENTATIVELY PLANNING TO LEAVE THE NETHERLANDS TOWARD 
THE END OF JUNE OR EARLY JULY. THEIR TRANSPORTATION ARRANGEMENTS 
ARE AS YET INDEEINITE AS THEY ARE LOOKING FOR THE LEAST EXPENSIVE 
WAY TO GET TO OUR WEST COAST. THE MOST PROMISING OPTION SO PAR 

IS A MARTINAIR CHARTER TO LOS ANGELES ON 22 JUN 76 RETURNING 
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21 DAYS LATER. 
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3. THEY WILL PROVIDE THEIR OWN TRANSPORTATION TO AND PROM THE 
NETHERLANDS AND THEY ARE PREPARED TO PAY POR THEIR MEALS AND 
LODGING WHILE IN THE US. HOWEVER, IP INEXPENSIVE MEALS AND 
LODGING COULD BE ARRANGED AT SOME OF THE MILITARY INSTALLATIONS 
AND CIVILIAN UNIVERSITIES, IT WOULD CERTAINLY HELP THE FINANCIAL 
BURDEN. PERHAPS SOME OF THE INDUSTRIES VISITED COULD PROVIDE A 
GRATIS LUNCH AS PART OF THEIR TOUR. 

4. ANOTHER PROBLEM IS LOCAL TRANSPORTATION ONCE THEY REACT THE 
WEST COAST. PERHAPS A MILITARY BUS COULD BE PUT AT THEIR DISPOSAL 
WHEN THEY ARE IN THE LOS ANGELES AND SAN FRANCISCO AREAS. IF 
TRANSPORTATION UP AND DOWN THE WEST COAST CAN BE ARRANGED THAT 
WOULD ALSO HELP. 

5. THE FOLLOWING IS ALOCALLY CONTRIVED LIST OF COMPANIES AND 
INSTALLATIONS THAT APPEAR TO OFFER WHAT THE STUDENTS WOULD LIKE
